One  errant 
congressman  or  senator  after  another  seems 
to  line  up  for  their  moment  of  infamy  in  front 
of  the  American  public. 

They  are  of  course  joined  by  a  fair  share  of 
presidents,  governors,  state  legislators,  and 
other  office  holders  who  conduct  themselves 
in  equally  foolish  ways,  but  it's  the  Congress 
that  gets  the  lion's  share  of  news  media  atten¬ 
tion  when  the  wheels  fall  off  their  diabolical 
enterprises. 

California  Congressman  Gary 
Condit,  featured  in  this  space  last 
week,  is  the  current  poster  boy  for 
bad  congressional  behavior. 
Thousands  of  miles  from  home  and 
invisible  at  least  in  his  own  mind,  the 
married  representative  allegedly  car¬ 
ried  on  numerous  sexual  relation¬ 
ships  at  the  same  time  —  at  least  one 
of  which  was  with  a  woman  less  than 
half  his  age. 

That  woman,  Chandra  Levy,  has 
been  missing  for  several  months 
now.  Whether  or  not  the  congress- 
H.  man  had  anything  to  do  with  her  dis- 
I  appearance,  the  well-known  but  oft-

Consequences  will  ultimately  con¬ 
tribute  to  his  downfall. 

Condit  and  his  ilk  deserve  the  fate  that 
befalls  them.  However,  all  is  not  lost;  not 
everyone  in  public  office  comports  them¬ 
selves  as  does  Condit. 

A  political  wag  once  wrote,  "Despite  all 
the  modem  safeguards,  it  is  still  remotely 
possible  for  a  good  person  to  enter  public 
service." 

One  such  good  person  may  indeed  be 
U.S.  Senator  Bill  Fnst  of  Tennessee,  whose 
curriculum  uitao  reads  like  a  Hollywood 
movie  script. 

An  honors  graduate  of  Harvard  Medical 
School,  Frist  spent  years  in  surgical  training 
before  building  a  Nashville  practice  in  which 
he  was  internationally  renown  for  his  skill  in 
performing  heart-lung  transplants. 


All  is  not  lost 

Frist,  a  Presbyterian,  is  board  certified  in 
both  general  and  heart  surgery,  and  as  a  fac¬ 
ulty  member  at  Vanderbilt  Medical  School 
helped  found  the  Vanderbilt  Transplant 
Center. 

He  has  also  authored  well-received  books 
dealing  with  medicine  and  history. 

At  a  stage  in  life  when  many  specialists  in 
his  high-stress  field  succumb  to  bum  out  and 
opt  for  retirement,  Frist  was  making  plans  to 
run  for  the  U.S.  Senate. 

He  won,  and  after  a  stellar  first  term  was 
reelected  by  the  largest  margin  ever  received 
by  a  candidate  for  office  in  Tennessee. 

While  most  of  his  peers  spent  this  past 
July  Fourth  congressional  recess  making  the 
rounds  of  their  home  districts,  kissing  baoies, 
and  gathering  support  for  their  next  cam¬ 
paign,  Frist  chose  a  different  path. 

He  spent  his  entire  break  from  the  U.S. 
Senate  operating  on  the  desperately  ill  in 
southern  Sudan  on  behalf  of  Samaritan's 
Purse,  a  Christian  ministry  of  Franklin 
Graham  (Billy  Graham's  son). 

In  that  hellish  part  of  Africa  known  more 
for  civil  war  and  slavery  —  where  Christians 
are  routinely  slaughtered  for  their  faith  — 
Frist  was  risking  his  life  to  save  lives  in  a 
makeshift  hospital  that  has  been  repeatedly 
bombed  by  government  forces. 

In  one  small,  inaccessible  area  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  Frist  had  to  quickly  disembark  from  the 
small  airplane  that  had  conveyed  him  and 
his  medical  gear,  because  the  plane  would 
have  been  bombed  in  a  matter  of  minutes 
after  landing. 

In  another  area  of  the  country,  Frist's  air¬ 
plane  had  to  turn  back  because  the  runway 
nad  been  already  cratered  by  bombs  before 
they  arrived. 

Surrounded  by  danger  and  oblivious  to 
his  own  safety,  Frist  removed  hernias, 
excised  goiters,  repaired  war-ravaged  limbs, 
and  drained  putrid  abscesses  —  alfunder  the 
worst  medical  and  political  circumstances. 

When  the  work  of  his  third  medical  mis¬ 
sion  trip  to  Sudan  was  completed,  Frist 
returned  to  America  and  to  the  Senate  to 
resume  his  duties  as  the  Gentleman  from 
Tennessee.

A&F  has  a  history  of  publishing  racy  catalogs 
targeted  to  young  people.  Starting  in  1997,  the 
Ohio-based  company  shifted  from  a  typical,  free 
clothing  catalog  to  a  publication  filled  with  erotic 
pictures  and  other  features. 

When  Illinois  Lt.  Gov.  Corinne  Wood  found  her 
14-year-old  daughter's  1999  Christmas  issue 
(theme:  "Naughty  and  Nice")  she  was  so  out¬ 
raged  she  called  for  a  consumer  boycott  of  A&F 
and  created  a  'website  to  that  end

One  of  those  tough  times 
comes  as  first  graders  head  off 
to  the  big  adventure  of  educa¬ 
tion.  For  moms  and  dads 
alike,  it  is  a  moving  and  some¬ 
times  soul-searching  moment 
when  their  baby  girl  or  boy 
heads  off  to  school. 

Even  though  you  know  that 
your  child  is  going  to  come  home 
that  afternoon,  you  also  know 
that  from  then  on  they  will  be 
going  away,  in  some  ways  fur¬ 
ther  and  further,  as  they  become 
learning,  self-assured,  indepen¬ 
dent  lime  creatures. 

While  there  are  other  excit¬ 
ing  and  challenging  moments 
that  will  come  along,  probably 
the  second  most  traumatic 
school  experience  takes  place 
when  your  son  or  daughter 
goes  off  to  college.  The  reality 
begins  to  set  in  tnat  your  child 
will  be  leaving  home  and  things 
will  never  again  be  like  they 
once  were  —  they  may  be  bet¬ 
ter,  or  they  may  be  worse  —  but 
they  will  never  be  the  same! 

I  am  certainly  no  expert 
when  it  comes  to  knowing  now 
to  let  your  children  go  and 
watch  mem  grow,  but  f  would 
like  to  share  some  tips  that  I 
have  found  helpful  for  me  and 
for  young  people  going  through 
this  experience: 

•  Release  your  children 
prayerfully.  Whether  you  are 


letting  your  child  off  at  kinder¬ 
garten  or  packing  them  up  for  a 
thousand-mile  trip  to  a  universi¬ 
ty,  let  them  go  undergirded  by  a 
cushion  of  prayer. 

Regardless  of  whether  you  are 
separated  from  your  child  by 
five  miles  or  500  miles,  you  can¬ 
not  be  there  every  moment  Yet, 
wherever  that  child  is  and  what¬ 
ever  that  child  is  facing,  the  Lord 
can  be  there  to  care,  protect  sus¬ 
tain,  and  guide.  While  they  will 
be  in  a  learning  mode,  you  cer¬ 
tainly  can  be  learning  to  trust  the 
Lora  more  fully  each  day. 

•  Influence  diem  thought¬ 
fully.  When  your  children  leave 
home  for  college  your  influence 
does  not  stop,  but  it  does  change. 
Although  they  may  not  be  total¬ 
ly  independent,  they  have  taken 
a  giant  step  toward  doing  what 
they  want  to,  when  they  want  to, 
and  with  whom  they  want  to. 

They  are  probably  not  as 
mature  as  you  would  like  for 
them  to  be,  and  certainly  not 
as  mature  as  you  are,  but  they 
are  young  adults  and  the  rela¬ 
tionship  of  influence  in  their 
life  from  a  parental  standpoint 
begins  to  take  on  a  new 
dimension. 

Some  people  say,  "Well,  I'm 
paying  the  bills  and  providing  all 
the  support,  so  they  better  do 
what  I'm  telling  them  to  do!" 
They  may  actually  be  doing 


what  they  are  told,  or  they  may 
just  be  telling  you  what  you 
want  to  hear. 

Encourage  them  in  pursuing 
the  right  things  and  the  right  rela¬ 
tionships.  On  34  campuses  across 
Mississippi,  there  is  Baptist 
Student  Union  (BSU)  work  and 
ministry  —  the  gathering  of 
many  young  people  who  are 
committed  to  tne  Lord  and  serve 
as  a  help  to  one  another. 

All  around  the  campuses 
across  our  state  there  are  fine 
Baptist  churches  with  ministries 
that  welcome  students  and  are 
available  to  them  in  their  new  set¬ 
ting.  Your  caring  influence  can 
make  a  difference.  You  can't 
make  them  go  to  church,  join  a 
Bible  study,  attend  BSU,  or  devel¬ 
op  Christian  friendships,  but  the 
fact  that  you  care  does  make  a 
difference  in  their  decisions. 

•  Live  the  years  joyfully.  The 
few  years  of  college  are  brief  but 
can  be  ever  so  good.  Find 
moments  to  enjoy  the  activities 
and  achievements  with  your  son 
or  daughter. 

Some  people  miss  all  the 
blessings  of  this  transitional 
period  in  life.  More  than  likely, 
they  also  miss  the  blessings  of 
many  other  events  as  well.  Have 
you  ever  known  folks  who 
dreaded  everything  —  dreaded 
seeing  their  tittle  one  go  off  to 
school,  dreaded  the  teen  years, 
dreaded  the  high  school  years, 
and  then  dreaded  the  college 
years?  You  know,  one  day  they 
will  look  back  in  life  and  realize 
that  it  was  just  one  long  "dread¬ 
ed"  experience! 

I  do  not  believe  that  God 
intended  for  us  to  live  in  dread- 
fulness.  Look  to  the  Lord.  Laugh, 
love,  and  enjoy  the  journey!

Va.  'minute 
law  upheld 
on  appeal 


RICHMOND,  Va.  (BP)— A 
federal  appeals  court  affirmed 
the  constitutionality  of 
Virginia's  daily  schoolroom 
minute-of-silence  law  in  a  2-1 
vote  July  25  in  Richmond. 

The  law's  preamble  declares 
its  purpose  is  to  guarantee  stu¬ 
dents  "the  free  exercise  of  reli¬ 
gion."  The  statute,  passed  by 
the  assembly  last  year,  made 
mandatory  an  older  law  that 
authorized  public  schools  to 
hold  minutes  of  silence. 

The  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union  (ACLU)  represented  stu¬ 
dents  who  did  not  want  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  new  law. 

"This  is  a  victory  for  com¬ 
mon  sense,"  Attorney  General 
Randolph  A.  Beales  told  the 
Richmond  Times-Dispatch.  "If 
the  ACLU  appeals  this  deci¬ 
sion  to  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court,  we  will  be  there  to 
defend  the  law,  yet  again."

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Colorful  salvation  story  spreads  in  Zambia

LUSAKA,  Zambia  (BP)  — 
One  prayer  for  the  boat,  as  it 
carries  tneir  family  across  the 
river.  One  prayer  for  the  4- 
wheeler,  slogging  through  red 
African  mua.  Innumerable 
prayers  for  the  people  at  the 
end  of  the  trail. 

This  is  the  pat¬ 
tern  followed  by 
Daren  and 

Shawna  Davis, 
missionaries  to 
the  Lozi  of  west¬ 
ern  Zambia. 

"To  get  to  the 
Lozi  is  difficult, 
but  once  we  get 
there,  the  people 
are  excited  that 
we're  there," 
Daren  Davis  said. 

"They're  eager 
to  learn  the  Word 
of  God,  and 
they're  eager  to 
hear  the  Gospel. 
Then  they  are 
eager  to  tell  it  to 
other  people,"  he 
said. 

Encouraged  by 
that  eagerness,  the 
Davises  work  to 
share  God's  love 
with  the  Lozi,  who 
live  in  remote  vil¬ 
lages  near  the 
Zambezi  River. 

They  plant 
churches  and 
train  church  lead¬ 
ers.  They  disciple 
Lozi  Christians,  teaching  them 
to  grow  in  their  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ,  apply  it  to  their  lives 
and  their  culture,  and  share  it 
with  others. 


When  a  recent  volunteer 
group  left  Shawna  Davis 
colored  fabric  to  make 
"wordless  books,"  she  felt 
God  had  given  her  a  useful 
tool  for  ministry. 

Wordless  books  use  col¬ 
ors  to  tell  the  story  of  Christ: 
black  is  for  sin.  Red  is  for 
Jesus'  blood,  which  cleanses 
believers,  leaving  e^pure 
white  heart.  Green  means  to 
grow  with  God,  and  yellow 
is  for  heaven,  when  believ¬ 
ers  meet  Christ  face  to  face.

"Mary  said  she  was  able  to 
take  the  lesson  about. how  to 
share  the  Gospel  with  colors  to 
15  different  villages  and  teach 
the  women,"  Shawna  Davis  said. 

The  Lozi  women  can  easily 
remember  and  use  the  color 
story  to  tell  their  friends  and  chil¬ 
dren  about  God's  saving  grace. 
The  women  have  even  begun  to 
innovate,  finding  the  colors  all 
around  them  —  even  in  the 
bright  Zambian  cloth  they  wear. 

As  the  women  spread  the 
salvation  story  through  the  vil¬ 
lages,  Daren  and  Shawna  Davis 
pray  that  more  Lozi  will  experi¬ 
ence  God  in  an  undeniable  way.

ADJOHOUN,  Benin  (BP)  —  More  than 
250  people  of  Benin's  Weme  people  group 
accepted  Christ  when  Southern  Baptist  vol¬ 
unteers  conducted  eye  and  dental  clinics  in 
eight  villages. 

Medical  outreach  plays  a  key  role  in  the 
strategy  missionaries  Bob  and  Becky  Couts 
are  using  to  share  the  good  news  of  salva¬ 
tion  in  Jesus  with  the  wme.  The  clinics  pro¬ 
vide  inroads  for  the - - 

Gospel  by  showing  com¬ 
passion  and  meeting 
physical  needs  in  Jesus* 
name,  said  Becky  Couts. 

After  being  treated, 
each  patient  hears  a  per¬ 
sonal  witness  and  has  the 
opportunity  to  accept 
Cbrist.  "This  often  gives 
us  credibility  and  recep¬ 
tive  hearts  in  the  commu¬ 
nity,"  she  said. 

Jim  Butner,  an  oph¬ 
thalmologist  from  Vinita, 

Okla.,  ana  Ken  Williams, 
a  dentist  in 

Goodlettsville,  Tenn., 
provided  volunteer  opti¬ 
cal  and  dental  services. 

During  the  eight  eye 


glasses  donated  from  the  United  States.  "You 
should  have  seen  the  smiles  of  joy  on  the 
faces  of  several  older  men  and  women  who 
suddenly  were  able  to  see  again  when  we 
placed  glasses  on  them!"  Becky  Couts  said. 

The  joy  of  glasses,  however,  was  quickly 
surpassed  by  the  joy  of  Christ.  More  than 
175  patients  from  the  eye  clinics  accepted 
Christ  —  most  of  whom  had  been  voodoo 


worshipers  —  and  the  seven  dental  clinics 
saw  similar  results.  Williams  treated  247 

fiatients,  extracted  420  teeth,  and  watched 
13  people  accept  Jesus  as  Savior. 

Because  many  patients  at  both  the  eye  and 
dental  clinics  believed  in  voodoo,  their  grate¬ 
fulness  and  openness  to  the  Gospel  was  an 
answer  to  prayer. 

"The  devil  will  take  any  foothold  he  can 

Kt  and  go  from  there,"  Williams  said,  'but 
e  seen  answer  to  prayer  on  these  trips, 
time  and  time  again.  I've  seen  things  hap¬ 
pen  that  it  has  to  be  only  the  work  of  Goa." 

Many  of  the  dental  patients  were 
eager  to  begin  Bible  studies  the  follow¬ 
ing  day.  Doors  have  opened  to  begin 
Bible  storying  groups,  both  with  new 
believers  ana  those  expressing  interest 
in  following  Jesus. 

The  Coutses  are  following  up  on  the 
decisions  made  during  the  clinics. 

"The  Lord  is  working  and  doors  are 
open,"  Becky  Couts  said.  'Please  join  us  in 
asking  the  Lord  for  wisdom  and  for  labor¬ 
ers  in  the  follow-up  harvest."

Love  keeps  going  on 

Hosea  11:1-11 


By  Harold  Simmons _ 

This  lesson  is  a  review  of  the 
continuous  love  pattern  of 
God  for  his  people.  His  love 
does  not  give  up  but  goes  on 
even  when  the  love  is  met  with 
stony  hearts.  Rebellious  living 
grieves  the  Lord  but  it  does  not 
stop  his  love  for  the  covenant 
people.  People  should  be 
thankful  to  have  God's  persis¬ 
tent  gracious  love  bestowed 
upon  them. 

God's  love  for  the  young 
nation  (vv.  1-4).  Hosea 
describes  God's  relationship 
with  his  people  in  terms  of 
parental  care  and  development 
for  a  child.  "When  Israel  was  a 
child,  I  loved  him  (v.  1)."

in  that  statement  that ! 
shows  God's  love  for 
Israel  when  they  were 
a  fledgling  nation. 

God  called  the  nation  out  of 
bondage  in  Egypt. 

The  word  used  here  for 
"called"(v.  1)  gives  the  ima 
of  the  Bob  white  quail  w 
gives  out  the  "gather  call"  to 
tne  covey  that  nas  scattered. 
God  was  forming  the  nation, 
but  it  was  not  to  God  that  they 
answered  the  call.  It  was  to  the 

Sods  of  the  nations  around 
rem  (v.  2). 

Even  though  it  was  God 
that  freed  them  from  bondage, 
gave  them  the  world's  highest 
moral  standard  (his  laws),  and 
established  them  as  a  nation, 
Israel  turned  to  idols.  God 


a 


gave  them  the  very  best 
and  they  turned  it  down 
for  something  less. 

God  offers  us  salva¬ 
tion  and  has  shown  the 
greatest  love  to  us.  He 
even  gave  his  Hoi 
Spirit  to  help  us  wi 
tne  Christian  life.  Today, 
many  turn  their  backs 
on  tne  offer.  This  is  a 
rejection  of  God  Most 
High.  We  have  a  need  to  recog¬ 
nize  the  many  ways  that  God 
shows  his  love  to  us. 

God's  love  continues 
under  rejection  (w.  5-7).  God 
continued  to  love  Israel  even 
though  they  rejected  him  at 
every  turn.  His  punishment 
for  them  was  that  they  would 
not  return  to  Egypt  but  would 
go  into  exile  in  Assyria. 

Israel  demonstrated  contin¬ 
ual  and  determined  rejection 
(vv.  5-7).  They  did  not  deserve 
the  love  God  showered  on 
them. 

Each  time  God  made  an 
attempt  to  love  them  back  into 


the  covenant  relationship, 
Israel  became  that  much  more 
determined  to  go  against  the 
will  of  God. 

Every  rejection  made  their 
hearts  harder.  Their  hearts 
were  so  hard  that  any  concilia¬ 
tion  they  attempted  was  shal¬ 
low  and  meaningless. 

God's  love  is  unimagin¬ 
able  (w.  8-9).  It  is  difficult  to 
comprehend  the  depth  of 
God's  ability  to  love  his  peo¬ 
ple.  Even  when  his  people 
blatantly  rebel  against  him,  he 
loves  them. 

Since  God  is  not  impassion- 
ate  and  Israel  broke  his  heart 
with  their  lifestyle.  Neither  is 
God  "soft  on  sin."  He  wanted 
to  find  a  way  to  lead  them  to 
trust  and  obey  him. 

God  uses  every  method 
today  to  lead  wayward  peo¬ 
ple  into  a  loving  relationship 
with  him.  His  primary 
method  of  reaching  people  is 
using  those  who  love  him  to 
tell  others  about  the  incredi¬ 
ble  love  of  God. 


God's  love  overcomes  all 
obstacles  (vv.  10-11).  Even 
though  God  gave  the  message 
of  destruction  of  the  nation,  he 
promised  his  love  would  con¬ 
tinue.  It  will  be  from  a  group  of 
exiled  Israelites  that  the  nation 
will  rise  again  and  they  will 
return  to  the  promised  land  to 
begin  a  revived  nation. 

This  group  of  people  is  the 
repentant  people  who  are  sin¬ 
cere  in  returning  God's  love. 
God's  love  will  overcome.  He 
will  continue  to  work  out  his 
redemptive  plan  for  mankind 
but  will  do  so  with  people  who 
are  responsive  to  him. 

Let's  not  fall  into  the  trap  that 
the  8th  centuiy  B.C.  Israelites 
did.  We  do  well  if  we  read  and 
heed  the  message  of  Hosea  about 
the  love  of  Goa.  Our  nation  is  a 
long  way  from  being  the  people 
he  wants.  The  time  for  change  is 
now  and  the  opportunity  will 
not  last  for  ever.  "Come  let  us 
return  to  the  Lord."
